HONEY CULTURE) SCARES CHILDREN) IN BACK COUNTRY) EARLY HloTORY 





That San Bernardino County has 
come to be one of the leading 
honey ‘districts of the entire .coun- 
try, with an annual production of 
approximately 2,250,000 Ibs., was 
the declaration Wednesday after- 
noon of William Atchley, well- 
known Upland bee man, in an in- 
teresting talk onmapiculture before 
the Ontario Lions Club at -its 
weekly luncheon at Hotel Casa 
Blanca. 

Mr. Atchley pointed out that 
nine years ago the honey produc- 
tion of the county amounted to 
only 750,000 pounds a yvar and 
declared that the development of 
the industry had been greatly aid- 
ed by modern electrical machin- 


ery, perfected during the past 
five years, for the extraction of 
honey. 


The speaker recited that the 
life of the honey hee averages 
only about 60 days, While the 
queen bee, which is valued at $50, 
lives three years. 

Mr. Atchley brought a hive of 
bees with him to the luncheon 
and demonstrated with what ease 
the bees might be handled, allow- 
ing them to crawl over his hends. 
The queen bee was also pointed 
out. 

Contributing to the afternoon's 
program were “birthday” talks by 
Leonard B. Fowler and William 
H. Kegley, and the Rey, W. Earl 
Smith was heard in a vocal solo. 
Miss Helen Sandford, club mus- 
4cian, was presented by Fred 
Clapp with a Red Cross medal for 
proficiency in swimming, and Jas. 
R.. Austin was given a noisy ova- 
tion over the advent of a small 
daughter at his home. 

Glenn M. Atwood, president of 
the Upland Lions Club, gave a 
short talk in behalf of that or- 
ganization and announced that ar- 
_xangements had been completed 
for members of the Ontario den 
to lunch with the Uplanders at 
The Sycamores two weeks from 
today. Members of the Upland 
club will meet with the Ontar- 
ians at the Casa Blanca next Wed- 
nesday.

The lion again followed 
the children the next day, and 
ou the third day the rancher ac- 
companied the children and as the 
beast left the brush along the 
trail he opened fire. Apparently 
the two shots missed. Tuesday it 
was discovered the lion had track- 
ed the rancher and had also gone 
within a few feet of Mrs. 
Schrock’s home, which is near 
the ranch. Mrs. Schrock was ter- 
ror-stricken. Neighbors had sup- 
plied her with a gun, but she 
did not shoot. 

Fear Beast Will Attack 

Fear that the lion will actually 
attack children of the region has 
been expressed by ranchers. The: 
hills are now covered with snow, 
and apparently the lion has left 
the higher altitudes in the search 
of food, although there are many 
deer in the mountains within a 
few miles of ‘Yucaipa. There are 
elso fowls and calves in the 
Yucaipa. region which the lion 
could secure, and the acts of the 
beast in following the children is 
believed to indicate that it is 
actually contemplating human 
flesh as food. 

Not in many years has a moun- 
tain lion menaced human beings 
either in the San Bernardino 
mountains or along the foothills.

B. Alberts, the accused slayers of 
Tames Winn; as they hiked thru 
the “back country” south and west 
of Perris, was picked up Wednes- 
day by Sheriff Walter A. Shay, he 
believes. 

A stone quarry owner, operating 
a quarry and mine five miles ‘rom 
Perris, told the officers that two 
men “came out of the brush” at 
his quarry nearly two weeks ago 
and asked for work. The quarry 
owner saw only one of the men 
close enough to obtain a descrip- 
tion, but he described this man 
as Alberts. 

Suspects’ Story Discredited 

The two men told the quarry 
owner that they had left their 
automobjle on the highway be- 
cause of mechanical trouble and 
were hunting work. The quarry 
owner said at the time he thought 
the story was queer, but dismiss- 
ed the incident from his mind un- 
til he read of the search for the 
two slayers. 

Sheriff Shay and Sheriff Jim 
Sweetser of Riverside County, led 
a party of officers in the “back 
country,” traveling for miles in 
the hills south and west of Per- 
ris. No further. trace of the two 
suspects could -be uncovered, but 
ranchers were asked to co-operate 
with the officers in the search. 

One Man Resembled Alberts 

“The quarry owner described 
one of the men as closely resem- 
bling our description of Alberts,” 
Sheriff Shay said on his return to 
the city late in the afternoon. 
“The clew looks good, particularly 
because a key ring owned by 
Winn was found along the road 
near Perris by Louis Winn, a 
brother of the slain man, a day or 
two before the two men were re- 
ported at the quarry.” 

A theory that Baker and Alberts 
were traveling south toward the 
border, keeping away from rail- 
ways and main-traveled roads is 
entertained by officers in the 
search. 

The clew obtained Wednesday 
is the most tangible of the score 
reported since the slaying of the 
taxi driver on the night of Nov. 28.

He came to Amer- 
ica many years ago and had 
parishes in Wyoming, Idaho, 
and Utah, working among 
primitive conditions, and living 
the life of a pioneer. Later-he 
came to California and was in 
the northern part of the state 
for some time before finally 
accepting the rectorship of St. 
Mark’s, Upland. During his 
days of preparation for his 
life’s work Dr. Foster courted 
his present wife, who in the 
fashion of the girls of that 
time, worked for her lover a 
piece of handwork with mate- 
rials in whieh were interwov- 
en threads of her own hair.

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POMONA OBJECTS 


TOUPLAND'S MONE 


Recently the city council of 
Upland announced that if water 
title on 80 acres of land west 
of the city could be cleared up 
the city would purchase the land. 
Proceedings were started to see 
just who owned the water rights 
and as a result much ado has 
been aroused in Claremont and 


| Pomona, especially in Pomona. 


Many old-time residents will re- 
member the court battles between 
water interests of Pomona and 
water interests of this section of 
several years ago, when each 
community spent a vast sum to 
establish water rights as to water 
coming from San Antonio Canyon. 

The suit was filed two months 
ago and the answer has been filed. 
No time has been set for the trial 
but both sides are ready to take 
the case to trial. 

The association was organized 
in 1908 and fifteen years ago was 
incorporated. It was formed to 
prevent the San Antonio Water 
Company of Ontario from taking 
water as Upland is attempting to 
do. Over $50,000 was spent to win 
the suit at that time. 

An article appearing in the Po- 
mona Progress the other evening 


reads as follows: 


Preparations are now being 
made by the Pomona Valley Pro- 
tective Association to fight the 
condemnation suit of the City of 
Upland to appropriate 200 miner 
inches of water from the source 
of the water supply of the City 
of Pomona. The association, com- 
posed of the Consolidated Water 
Company of Pomona and corpor- 
ated and individual irrigation com- 
panies, now has less than 400,000 
acre feet of water on an average 
for this district and if Upland 
should win the suit approximate- 
ly 20,900 acre feet of water will 
be taken from the Pomona water 
supply, according to George A. 
Lathrop of the Consolidated Water 
Company. 

“The directors of the Protective 
Association at a recent meeting 
decided to fight the case to the 
end,” said Mr. Lathrop. “Pomona 
hag not a sufficient amount of 
water now. If we could save all 
the water in that district from 
which we derive our supply it 
could not meet the full demands. 
We feel we are fighting for our 
life’s blood in this matter.” 


The association is now spread- 
ing out the water from the San 
Antonio Canyon over what is 
known as “the sponge,” consisting 
of 800 acres of rough territory. 
‘This water soaks into the ground 
and it requires two years for it 
to reach Pomona. This is the sup- 
ply that Upland is attempting to 
tap. 

The association now has a suit 
filed against companies which are 
taking water from beyond the 
fair grounds to enjoin their action 
and to determine their rights. 

Chino is now taking 65 miner 
inches of water a year from the 
Pomona supply through an agree- 
ment that 35 inches are to go to 
the city and the remainder to 
orchardists. This is the only sup- 
ply which is being let out and the 
company is attempting to prevent 





the loss of further water. The 
agreement with Chino came after 
a suit. 

Pomona water is restricted and 
is fixed by rainfall. Pomona is ‘at- 
tempting to conserve this supply, 
being one of the pioneers in the 
field of spreading water out over 
“sponge land.” 


In an attempt to save the water, 
the flood control is now cutting 
huge channels through this sponge 
‘and that the water can be 
carried down into the district 
where it can be gradually sent to 
Pomona. The water plane of Po- 
mona is away below normal and 
the association says Pomona can- 
not afford to lose more water. 

The water supply of Pomona 
lies in a dike made by drawing 
a line from Euclid and Twenty- 
fourth streets in Upland to the 
San Jose Hills, running east of 
Claremont. Above that line the 
water is spread out from an ele- 
vation of between 130 at Pomona 
to 900 feet at Twenty-first Street 
and Mountain Avenue, above the 
Chino water plant. This is all 
that holas Pomona’s water supply.

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Sentiment for Shrines in a Hurrying Time 

ENTIMENT for old shrines and old landmarks is not en- 
S tirely gone out of American life, although in these times 

of hurry, stress and commercialism there are those who 

think it is in rapid decay. Evidence to the contrary is 
in the gift of one so modest as to hide his identity in saving 
the Hamilton Grange to New York. It is an historic and- 
mark that stood in jeopardy, not by desruction but by re- 
moval to Chicago by the more appreciative Hamilton Club of 
that city. The anonymous donor has not only saved the old 
home of one of the nation’s financial founders to his home 
city, but has saved the chagrin of New York, and the Grange 
has been placed in the keeping of the American Scenic and 
Historic Preservation Society. 

Alexander Hamilton built the Grange as his country seat 
in 1801 and in front of it planted thirteen sweet gum trees— 
one for each of the thirteen original states. Before the last 
of the trees died, the homestead was moved to its present 
location adjacent to St. Luke’s Episcopal Church. It is one 
of the noted early structures of New York, designed by John 
MeComb, architect of the New York City Hall, and it is 
worthy of saving because of the poignant associations as the 
home where Hamilton spent his last days before his duel with 
Aaron Burr. 

The United States Government itself occasionally sets an 
example for states, cities, associations and individuals to fol- 
low in the preservation of historic objects, its most recent 
action of the kind being in New York. The old subtreasury, 
at Nassau and Wall streets, is not to be wrecked or turned 
over to other official uses, but is another keepsake place in 
the care of the American Scenic and Historic Preservation So- 
ciety, which will make the building its permanent headquar- 
ters. The subtreasury site has many historic associations to 
enrich it as a-national shrine, among them the inauguration 
of Washington as first President of the United States, the 
meeting of the first Congress and the enactment of laws fun- 
damentally affecting the future history of the nation. In the 
future it will be the meeting place for patriotic gatherings 
which have for their mission the conservation of our best na- 
tional traditions—Out of Doors.

A Ministry of the Air 

MOVEMENT is on foot to create a department of 
A aerial navigation, with a member of the cabinet, which 

will perhaps succeed“in getting attention at the pres- 

ent short session of Congress. It is the plan to con- 
solidate the present scattered aerial bureaus of the army, navy, 
forest reserve, postal department, ete., and place them all un- 
der a single head. Higher development: better co-ordination, 
greater achievement and more efficiency in both peace and 
war are the objects aimed at in this move. Members of Con- 
gress who realize the dominating part aircraft will play in any 
future war are impatient with the conservatism of both army 
and navy officers in clining to old methods and equipment 
and not developing an adequate defense in the air. They are 
also critical of the lack of co-ordination between the various 
services, their duplication of effort and organization. 

It is believed that a single department would be able to 
ereate air fleets for both peace and war to a higher state of 
efficiency at a lower cost than is possible under present dis- 
jointed and in a measure rival department. It is obvious that 
we can not create or maintain for war purposes in time of 
peace the aerial forces that would be a vital necessity. It is 
also obvious that neither the army nor the navy can alone 
trai nand support an adequate defense force, nor could they 
conduct an efficient defense as separate organizations. We 
need a large force of trained aviators. We-can get them only 
through training and use in peace-time pursuits, with easy 
transformation into war organization when needed. 

France has developed a very strong air foree for war. 
Britain is following suit. We shall never rival either in the 
provision of a wholly militant aerial force. We can and 
should more than rival them in an air force employed in com- 
mercial transportation, postal work, forest fire scouting and 
various things, convertible into a fighting force in time of 
need. To assemble, equip and co-ordinate-all this a single head 
is required. Otherwise we shali spend far more money a 
secure far less results. It is to be hored that the investiga- 
tion of the subject the President has provided for will show the 
great need of aerial development and the necessity for con- 
solidating its control. However, the fact that this investigation 
is chiefly in the hands of the heads of the departments which 
are now pursuing independent courses gives reason for doubt 
of such’ an outcome.—San Bernardino Sun.

Community Property 
EVERAL states, including California, have laws invest- 
S ing husband and wife each with title to one-half the 
community property. If each owns half the property 
each is ‘entitled to make a separate return on income 
derived therefrom. In all states but California that is recog- 
nized by the Treasury Depaytment. It never would recognize 
it in our ease, relying on some technical construction of the 
language of our particular taw. 

The case was put up to.former Attorney General Daugh- 
erty, who held that California -husbands and wives had the 
right to make separate returns on community property. When 
he resigned, and relying on his unpopularity, Secretary Mel- 
lon got Attorney General Stone to take the very unusual 
course of ‘‘recalling’’ a settled case and examining it anew. 
His conclusion was the same as that of his predecessor. ‘And 
still, apparently, Secretary Mellon refuses to obey, for a com- 
munity taxpayer has commenced suit in the court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia to compel the Secretary of the Treasury 
to obey what two Attorney Generals have held to be the law. 

The real question is in which ‘‘bracket’’ the surtax shall 
be assessed. The higher the bracket the bigger the percent- 
age of surtax. The amount involved is large and Secretary 
Mellon objects to making the refund.—San Francisco 
Chronicle. ;

Near Batavia 
the man again drew his oxen to 
a halt, in a little-fréquented spot 
and, unseen by any eyes except 
the boy’s, deposited a ghastly 
burden in dark old Cedar Creek. 
Then they resumed their journey,

What dark despair, what terror 
unutterable, filled the lad’s heart 
only God knew, for he had wit- 
nessed a tragedy so awful, a 
tragedy so destructive to all his 
hopes and happiness, that never, 
while life lasted, could he forget 
it. Momentarily now he was ex- 
pecting a like fate. 

Two or three days later a man 
fishing in Cedar Creek discovered 
three bodies—those of a woman 
and two children. At once a 
search for the murderer was in- 
stituted, and he was overtaken in 
Missouri.
